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f ONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I, 


‘The name by which this Institution shall be known is ‘Sr. 
LuxKe’s HoME For INDIGENT CHRISTIAN FEMALES.” 


ArTIcLE II. 


‘The object of the Institution is to provide for the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of the inmates; and all religious teaching and 
exercises shall be according to the Doctrines, Discipline and Wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Board of Managers shall consist of not less than seven nor 
more than twenty-one Clergymen and Laymen of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, in the city of New York. The Officers of the 
Board shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. These Officers of the Board shall also be the Officers of the 
Institution. The Vice-President shall be Rector of the Institution, 
and Chairman of the Board in the absence of the President, and 
when present shall preside over the Board of Associate Managers. 


ArTicLE IV. 


No debt or liability shall be contracted or incurred by the Board 
of Managers or officers beyond the reliable and available means 
secured. 


ARTICLE VY. 


There shall be an annual meeting of the members of the Insti- 
tution on the Festival of St. Luke the Evangelist, which shall be 
held in the city of New York, at a place and hour to be fixed by the 
Board of Managers, notice of which shall be duly given to the 
members by the Secretary of the Board by the newspapers or 
through the post. At each annual meeting the Board of Managers 
shall present a report of the proceedings of the previous year, and 
an accurate statement of the receipts and disbursements, and of 
the financial condition of the Institution; after which the Board of 
Managers shall be elected for the ensuing year; and the Board 
shall have power to fill any vacancies which may occur during the 
year. Each member, patron and member of the Board of Associate- 
Managers shall be entitled to attend the annual meeting, partici- 
pate in its proceedings and vote for officers. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Meetings of the Board of Managers may be called by the Presi- 
dent or Rector, and shall be called’ on an application in writing by 
any two members of the Board, or on the request of the Board of 
Associate Managers, of which meeting all its members shall be duly 
notified by the Secretary. Five members shall be necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 


ArticLe VII. 


All funds of and contributions to the Institution shall be appro- 
priated by the Board of Managers solely for the promotion of the 
objects and interests of the Institution, and the Board of Mana- 
gers shall have general charge of the business of the Institution. 
But no portion of the building funds shall be permanently invested. 
without the concurrence of the Board of Associate Managers. 


Articute VIII. 


-Any member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, paying into 
the treasury a sum, annually, not less than $5, shall be a member 
of this Society. The payment at any one time of $50 shall con- 
stitute a life member; and $100 so paid shall constitute a patron 
of the Society. 


ARTICLE IX. 


“The religious instruction of the Institution shall be conducted 
in conformity with the Doctrines, Discipline and Worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and shall be 
under the superintendence of the Bishop of the Diocese embracing 
the city of New York and of the clerical members of the Board of 


Managers. 


ARTICLE X. 


The internal government of the Home shall be under the control 
of and conducted by Associate Managers, composed of ladies of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, representing the respective par- 
ishes, in the city of New York, of which they are members. The 
Associate Managers may appoint their own officers and commit- 
tees, and shall report any of their proceedings to the Board of 
Managers for its sanction, on the demand at any monthly or special 
meeting of any three of the Associate Managers present at the 
meeting when such proceedings shall be had, or on the request of 
the Rector, who shall be ex-officio the chairman of said Board of 
Associate Managers, and as such preside, and shall have free access 
to the records and proceedings of said Board. And said Asso- 
ciate Managers shall furnish to the Treasurer an account of all 
their receipts and disbursements, and present the bills for payment, 
duly audited by their finance committee, in accordance with the 
requirements of the General Regulations.

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ARTICLE XI. 


The Board of Associate Managers shall consist of the representa- 
tives of the respective parishes of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the city of New York. Each and every of said parishes shall 
be entitled to as many representatives, not exceeding four, as the 
said Board shall deem best, and each parish now represented in 
said Board shall be entitled to its present number. All future 
representatives shall be chosen as follows: Whenever any vacancy 
shall occur in the Board by death, resignation, or otherwise, or in 
case it shall be deemed best to increase the present number of rep- 
resentatives from parishes now represented, or to have other 
parishes represented therein, the name of such proposed repre- 
sentative shall be presented by some member of the Board, who 
shall vouch for her fitness for the place, and said name shall be 
acted upon by the Board at its next meeting, when, if unanimously 
approved, she shall be declared such representative and entitled to 
a seat in said Board. 


ARTICLE XII. 


This Constitution may be amended at any annual meeting, by 
a majority of the members present; but no alteration shall be 
made unless proposed at a previous meeting or by the Board of 
Managers by a two-thirds vote of all the Managers elected, with the 
concurrence of the Associate Board. And, whenever any amend- 
ment shall be recommended by the Board of Associate Managers, 
it shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to act thereon at 
their next meeting. 


GENERAL FLEGULATIONS. 


1. Applicants for admission into this Institution must be per- 
sons of respectability, in reduced circumstances, and members of 
Churches represented in the Board of Associate Managers and 
contributing to the support of the Home. The application for ad- 
mission must be made to a representative of the parish to which 
the applicant belongs, and be acted on by the Committee on Ap- 
plications of the Associate Managers. 

2. Beneficiaries, when received, shall be admitted for life, sub- 
ject to these General Regulations, and subject also to the sufficien- 
cy of the means and accommodations of the Institution for their 
support and maintainance. And it is hereby declared to be the 
object and purpose of this Institution to so minister to and main- 
tain its inmates. But in case any beneficiary should be dismissed 
for lack of means or accommodations, she shall be entitled to take 
with her all her property and effects, and the one hundred dollars 
admission fee shall be refunded, and the provisions of the annexed 
Bond shall not apply to her case. 

3. The Committee on Applications shall record the name and 
address of each applicant. When a vacancy occurs all the candi- 
dates shall be examined, and the most eligible admitted. Appli- 
cants must show satisfactory testimonials of good character and 
conduct, must have resided three years in the city of New York 
next preceding her application, and have been for a year next 
preceding a communicant of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
A majority of the Committee shall be empowered to act on an ap- 
plication. But the Committee shall refer their action to the Board 
of Associate Managers for their approval at the next meeting of the 
Board, and no applicant shall be admitted without its concurrence. 
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4. An admission fee of one hundred dollars shall be required for 
each beneficiary, for which a receipt will be given, also a permit. 
for entrance, without which no person can be received into the 
Home. 

5. The Officers of the Board of Associate Managers shall be a. 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, elected annu- 
ally by the Associate Managers. The duty of the President shall 
be to preside at the meetings of the Board in the absence of the 
Rector, maintain order, and call special meetings of the Board on 
the request of the Rector, or of any two members of the Board in 
writing, and perform such other duties as usually devolve upon 
such an officer. The Vice-President shall act as President in case 
of her absence or incapacity to act. 

The duty of the Secretary shall be to keep a true and faithful 
record of all proceedings of the Board, give all notices, under the 
direction of the President, Vice-President or Rector, and to bring 
to the attention of the Board all communications and matters re- 
quiring action. 

6. The duty of the Treasurer shall be to receive all the funds 
contributed and collected for the ordinary expenses of the Home, 
and to pay all bills duly presented and audited by the Finance 
Committee, and disburse the funds as ordered by the Board of 
Associate Managers; shall keep the funds deposited to the credit 
of the Home in a good solvent bank approved by the Board of 
Associate Managers; and shall keep a true and accurate account of 
all receipts and disbursements, and report the same to said Asso- 
ciate Board when requested, and report the same to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Managers, at least ten days before the annual 
meeting. 

7. The following shall be the order of business at each regular 
meeting of the Board of Associate Managers, after opening the 
meeting with prayer. 


I. Calling the Roll of Representatives by the Secretary. 

II. Reading the Minutes of the last meeting by the Secretary, 
correcting and approving the same. 

III. Reading the Treasurer’s Report of the receipts and dine 
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bursements since the last meeting and of the present condition of 
the funds. 

IV. Visitors’ Report. 

VY. Proposal of new Representatives. 

VI. Reports of Standing Committees, in the order named in 
subdivision 8, and action thereon respectively. 

VII. Report of Special Committees. 

VIII. Unfinished Business. . 

IX. New Business. 

This order may be suspended by a unanimous vote of all the 
members present at any regular meeting, which suspension shall 
cease at the adjournment of that meeting. 


8. There shall be the following Committees of the Board: 

Committee on Beneficiary Applications, to consist of three mem- 
bers. 

Committee on Admission of Representatives, consisting of three 
members, 

Finance Committee, to consist of three members. 

Purchasing Committee, to consist of three members. 

‘Clothing Committee, to consist of three members. 

‘Committee on Rooms, to consist of three members. 

Committee on Annual Report, consisting of five members, of 
whom the Rector may be Chairman. 

9. There shall be a Matron appointed by the Board of Associate 
Managers, whose duty it shall be to have general care of the do- 
mestic affairs of the Home and of the inmates, subject to the 
directions of the Board and of the visitors. She shall report to the 
monthly visitors the entrance of each new beneficiary. She shall, 
when required, make a statement of the affairs of the family to the 
monthly visitors, and give them all the information needful to ena- 
ble the visitors to recommend action of the Board; and she shall ask 
a blessing before and return thanks after each meal; take her 
meals with the family, and, unless necessarily detained, accompany © 
the inmates to Church at daily services, on Sundays, and return 
with them. | Te 

_She shall have the privilege of two weeks’ vacation during each | 
year, the time to be designated by the Board. 
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10. At the last monthly meeting of the Board of Associate Man- 
agers for the current year a visitors’ list shall be prepared for the 
ensuing year, which shall designate the names of the visitors, and 
the times when each shall be required to visit the Home, which 
list shall form a part of the annual report, and the President at 
each monthly meeting shall announce the names of the visitors for 
the ensuing month, and if such visitors shall not be present the 
Secretary shall duly notify them thereof. . 

11. It shall be the duty of the visitors to see the Matron and re- 
ceive from her a statement of the affairs of the family; to visit the 
inmates in their rooms; to inspect the House, including the dining 
and kitchen apartments, and to report the result of each visit 
through the Visitors’ Book at the next monthly meeting; and it 
shall be their duty to read to each inmate the regulations of the 
House and the annexed bond, and receive their signatures respect- . 
ively to the same. All additional rules made at any time by the 
Board, or amendments thereto, shall also be made known to the 
inmates by the visitors, and shall be obligatory upon them, as 
though signed. 


12. Willful violations of any of these regulations or rules of the 
House by any of the inmates shall render her liable to dismissal, 
and any parish or person placing a person in the Home shall be 
informed of such liability, and that the admission fee will not be 
returned in such case; but the inmate will be entitled to retain her 
clothing when the necessity fora dismissal shall occur. The Board 
of Associate Managers at any regular monthly meeting may make 
such dismissal, and their Secretary shall inform the parish or per- 
son who placed the inmate in the Institution. Persons so expelled 
will not be allowed to visit the Home under any circumstances. 


13. No Representative will be expected to take a seat in the 
Board till she has been notified of her election by the Secretary. 


14. It shall be the duty of each representative to attend the 
Meeting of the Board on the first Monday of each month, at half- 
past ten o’clock A. M., to take her allotted time for visiting, as laid 
down in the visitors’ list in the annual report, to receive the sub- 
scriptions and donations in the parish, collect the annual subscrip-

tions from the members of her parish, if practicable, and to pay 
the same to the Treasurer. And if any representative shall habitu- 
ally neglect said duties, the Board of Associate Managers may in 
their discretion declare the place of such representative vacant, so 
notify her, and proceed to elect another in her stead. 

15. The Associate Managers shall collect the annual subscrip- 
tions until Easter; all subscriptions due after that time shall be 
placed in the hands of a collector. Each Manager will sign her 
own receipts for the Treasurer. 

16. Articles of furniture are not to be brought into the Home by 
the inmates, excepting only beds and bedding, at the discretion of 
the Committee on Applications. 

17. Any inmate wishing to go out, either to visit her friends or 
otherwise, must report the same to the Matron for her assent, 
stating where she is going and when she expects to return, in order 
that no anxiety may be felt during her absence. 

18. Every inmate who is able is required to keep her own room 
in order, neat and clean, in her turn to dust the parlor, and assist 
in washing the breakfast things on every day but Sunday. The 
weekly sweeping and cleaning shall be done by the servants. 

_19. One of the inmates shall be appointed Librarian; the key of 
the book-case shall be kept by the Matron in some convenient 
place, where it may be had in case of her absence. 


20. No spirituous liquors shall be used in the Home, unless pre- 
Scribed by the physician and administered by the Matron. 


21. No physician shall practice in the Home, unless called in by 
the attending physician, or the friends of the inmates, who must 
alone be responsible for the expense. 


22. The gas shall be lighted in the parlor every evening, and 
the inmates may occupy the parlor until half-past nine o’clock, P. 
M., at which time the gas in the upper halls, except those of the 
new building, shall be lowered as much as possible, and so remain 
during the night; at the same hour the maid shall light the gas in 
each bedroom occupied, which may burn for half an hour, when 
it shall be extinguished, except in case of sickness. There being 
no gas-burners in the bedrooms in the new building, the gas in the 
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hall there shall be permitted to burn until ten o’clock, when it shall. 
be lowered for the night. 

23. The following Bond, to be signed aan each beneficiary, is 
hereby approved and adopted as a part of the General Regulations, 
and it shall be the duty of the Board to procure a book for the use 
of the Associate Managers, wherein shall be transcribed these 
Regulations and said Bond, and when so transcribed the same 
shall be presented to each of the present inmates for her signa- 
ture, as well as to such as shall hereafter be admitted, the date of 
each signature to be written opposite the same. 

24. On the Feast of St. Luke, October 18th, the Associate Man- 
agers shall hold an Anniversary Celebration to meet the friends of 
the Institution. 

25. On the death of an inmate, the visitors or the Matron shall 
notify the representatives of the parish whence she came. If the 
funeral shall take place from the Home the arrangements shall be 
uniform in all cases, and shall be made under the directions of the 
Rector, Matron and Visitors. The friends of the deceased may 
defray the expenses or remove the remains for interment else- 
where, by permission of the Rector. 

Any property or possession of any inmate at her death shall be- 
come the property of the Institution, and shall not be subject to any 
other claim. 

26. Visitors to the Home shall not be admitted on Sundays, ex- 
cept to a sick inmate, and then only on permission of the Matron. . 
27. These General Regulations may be amended at any monthly 
meeting by the Board of Associate managers, as follows: The 
proposed amendment shall be recommended in writing by some 
member of the said Associate Board at a regular monthly meeting © 
thereof, which shall be referred to a Committee, whose duty it 
shall be to report thereon at the then next monthly meeting, 
when, if approved by a two-thirds vote of all the Associate Man- 
agers present at such meeting, it shall be declared adopted, except 
in case three of the Associate Managers present at said meeting 
shall then demand in writing that such proposed amendment be 
submitted to the Board of Managers for their concurrence, when 
the same shall be so submitted, and if such Board’ shall ‘concur’ 

the amendment shall be adopted. 


ANNIVERSARY. 


The Anniversary of St Luke’s Home for 1869 was celebrated on 
the Feast of St. Luke, at the Institution, and was largely attended. 

In the absence of the Rector, who had not yet recovered from 
severe and protracted illness, the Rey. Dr. Beach was called to the 
chair, opened the meeting with prayer, read the Annual Report 
and the Treasurer’s Report, which were accepted and ordered to 
be printed. After the election of Managers and Associates, the 
reading of the amendment to the Constitution and By-Laws was 
dispensed with, and the whole accepted on the indorsement of the 
Managers and Associates to whom it had been presented at a pre- 
vious meeting. 

Addresses were listened to with great interest from the Rev. 
Drs. Morgan, H. C. Potter and Van Kleeck, the Rev. Messrs Wm. 
MeVickar and Parkman, and a few words of good cheer from the 
Rey. Drs. Beach and Washburn. 

The Rev. Dr. Morgan offered a becoming tribute to the absent 
Rector, and Miss Bullock recited a poem; Dr. James L. Brown 
presided at the piano; the vocal music was by Mrs. Brown and 
Mrs. Evstaphieve. This entertainment was heartily appreciated 
by the old ladies as well as by the visitors.

PIGHTEENTH PINNUAL JLEPORT 
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ST. LUKE'S HOME. 


St. Luke’s Home has been established for eighteen years; it has 
grown from two hired floors in a single house to a double house 
with an extension—and yet its accommodation would better befita 
single parish than the Church of the City of New York. A regular 
annual collection from each parish, added to the subscription list, 
would amply provide for the wants of an adequate Institution. 
May God’s Holy Spirit inspire hearts to supply it. 

Is it not well that the Church should shelter in their declining 
years those who have seen better days, whom death or misfortune 
has deprived of support? While it was yet day they did what they 
could, but the night is coming and they can only stand and wait. 

It would be a much greater expense to support each one separ- 
ately, and even then it would be far less comfortably. In the 
last year one of our beneficiaries preferred to leave the Home 
rather than conform to its regulations, and a friend visiting her 
found her shivering beside a fireless grate; three times had her 
feeble hands essayed to kindle the fire, but in vain. In St. Luke’s 
each one does what she is capable of doing and no more; if able, 
she keeps her own room in order, she makes and mends her own 
clothes, in turn she dusts the parlor and helps wash the breakfast 
things. If sick or ailing her meals are taken to her; she is care- 
fully and tenderly watched and nursed. They have a library of 
pleasant books, and visitors read to those who desire it. They 
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have their own Benevolent Society, in which it is their delight to 
fashion simple garments (from materials provided by friends), 
chiefly for the little children of the Sheltering Arms. A kind 
friend will occasionally treat them to a drive in Central Park, or 
some other little excursion. 


Four of this family have been removed by death during the past 
year. The mind of one of them became so seriously affected that it 
was necessary for her own safety as well as for that of those around 
her that she should be removed; the Insane Asylum belonging to 
the City was crowded far beyondits capacity. We were indebted 
to Mr. Robert Lenox Kennedy and Mr. William Denistoun, Trus- 
tees of the Bloomingdale Asylum, for facilitating her admission to 
that Institution at a reduced rate—-her son defraying half the ex- 
penses. She lingered five months, and fell asleep quietly at the 
last. 


Mrs. Bishop, the temporary nurse, was stricken with death at 
her post, which she had faithfully filled. 

Two beneficiaries have been admitted—two more accepted— 
since the last report. Many, many more are wearily waiting. One 
actually died of joy on receiving the long deferred summons. 

Death has removed a most valued friend in Mr. A. T. Clayton. 
From the foundation of the Institution the firm to which he be- 
longed has published the Annual Report for the most part gratui- 
tously, and he never failed to promote the interests of St. Luke’s 
Home by every means in his power. The removal of his family 
from the city deprives us for the present of the long tried services 
of Mrs. Clayton, whose punctual attendance, conciliatory address 
and business capacity have made her an important member of the 
Board. 


The Institution is always open for inspection except on Sunday, 
but on the Feast of St. Luke friends are especially invited to 
show their interest by attending the Anniversary. On that for 
1868 the Annual Report was read by the Rector, addresses were 
made by the Rev. Drs. Weston, Haskins, Gallaudet. Mrs. G. and 
Miss C. added the charm of music to the Festival, and the flowers 
were from Mrs. Pell’s garden. 
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To Mr. Wm. Habirshaw and our Mayor, A. Oakey Hall, espe- 
cial gratitude is due for exerting themselves to procure from the 
Corporation of New York an appropriation of five thousand dol- 
lars. A legal friend has recently revised the Constitution and By- 
Laws and prepared a bond, approved by Mr. Nash, for securing to, 
the Institution such property as it has a claim upon. 

We gratefully acknowledge the gratuitous services of Dr. C. S. 
Ward. ‘To the Matron of the Institution we gladly return our an- 
nual thanks for her never failing care and tenderness. The com- 
fort and happiness of the Home depend in great measure upon her, 
and faithfully has she done her part. 

The Rector of St. Luke’s Church is the Rector of St. Luke’s 
Home—the kind protector, the personal friend, the spiritual ad- 
viser, whose presence is as a ray of sunshine, who has ever a kind 
word of encouragement or consolation, who regulates all differ- 
ences and settles all difficulties. Living beneath the’shadow of St. 
Luke’s Church the inmates of the St. Luke’s Home enjoy the privi- 
lege of the daily service—and who shail measure the blessings their 
prayers bring down upon those who scarcely pause in the busy 
battle of life to prepare this refuge for those who can no longer 
struggle on inthe stream? Here let these aged ones rest awhile 
on earth before they enter upon the Rest of Paradise; here let 
them have a faint glimmer of that Peace which passeth man’s un- 
derstanding. While recognizing the friendly efforts of the Associ- 
ate Managers, we would exhort them to renewed zeal and redoubled 
energy. A Home with thrice the accommodation which this can 
offer is absolutely necessary, in which to welcome those who are 
wearily waiting without. Let each one resolve, with God’s bless- 
ing, to do her part.
